Funding 
Process 
Discussed

Special assessment bonds 
issued where the improvement to 
be financed is of local benefit ra- 
ther than something that if of city- 
wide value. Unlike general obliga- 
tion bonds, special assessment 
bonds do not require a vote of the 
people, but are determined by 
property owners’ petitions. 

In a typical instance a group of 
people on a substandard street will 
decide they wish the street to be 
paved to city standards, and are 
willing to pay the cost thereof. 
They will circulate a_ petition 
among their neighbors asking that 
the work be done, and that an as- 
sessment district be created for 
the purpose. Prior to the circula- 
tion they will consult city officials 
to determine probable costs, and 
the form of the petition. 

When the petition is present- 
ed to the city council, we will 
then determine whether in our 
opinion there are sufficient pro- 
perty owners’ signatures there- 
on to indicate to us the proba- 
bility that a majority of the pro- 
perty owners who would be as- 
sessed are in favor of the im- 
provement. 

If we are so convinced, then we 
spend general city money (to be 
repaid later from the assessments) 
by ordering the city engineer to 
draw plans and specifications for 


the project ,and to determine the! 


amount that each parcel of 
perty shall be assessed. 

When the city engineer makes 
his report, the council accepts or 
modifies it, and then sets a date 
for a public hearing thereon, us 
ually about six weeks later. 

At that time the council listens 
to the pros and cons presented 
from the floor or by letter. makes 
any alterations that it deems pro- 
per and equitable, and receives 
protests. 

If the protests represent own- 
ers of less than a majority in ar- 
ea of the land to be assessed, 
then the council proceeds with 
the project. If, on the other 
hand, more than half of the pro- 
perty to be assessed is protest- 
ing, then the council must drop 
the project for at least a year. 

An exception to this rule applies 
to storm and_= sanitary sewers 
where the council by a four-fifths 
vote override the protests and pro- 
ceed with the project regardless 
of the size of the area protested. 

This exception in the state law 
to give city councils absolute pow- 
er with such projects doubtless

Oace the project proceeds, a 
date is set by which property 
owners may pay their assess- 
ments in cash, and those parcels 
not paling by the stipulated date 
are said to “go on bond.” 

Here again is a difference be 
tween svecial assessment and gen- 
eral obligation bonds. By paying 
cash a property owner may free 
his property of assessment, but 
each property owner must pay on 
general obligation bonds until the 
debt is retired, regardless of how 
much he would like to free 
property of this liability.

To Menlo Park 
In Distant Future 


A long-range. plan which may 
ultimately result in the annexXa- 
tion of about 3000 acres of Stan- 
ford university and Sharon estate 
lands to the city of Menlo Park 
was indicated before the Las Lo- 
mitas School District board of 
trustees last week. 

But still not changed was Men- 
lo Park’s basic policy which 
would allow such an annexation 
to be realized at the earliest pos- 
sible moment; the city has not in- 
dicated any move to change its 
present policy of Jetting residents 
of given areas themselves initiate 
any annexation moves. 

Both Sharon estate and the 
Stanford lands fronting on Sand- 
hill road are. separated from 
Menlo Park by a two-block-wide 
strip of unincorporated area. 
Residents have thus far initiat- 
ed no moves to join the city, ac- 
cording to a recent “spot check” 
of the area. 

If Sharon estate and Stanford 
administrators call for annexation 
before the intermediate area 
joins, the city may have to resort 
to a “strip” type of development. 

Disclosure that the two large 
parcels might be joined to the
